How many truly worthy and enlightened men 
have passed to the grave, before and since, if 
not unremembered, unhonoured by the peo- 
ple upon whom they have conferred lasting 
benefits. 

Many of the protestants, at the period of 
the reformation, strikingly illustrate tHe say- 
ivig, that man will fixht for religion, will 
die for it, bit will not live for it”? So firm 
was their belief in the glorious gonsummation 
of their hopes, or so rooted was the aversion 
to the doctrines of papacy, that hundreds pre- 
ferred the fire to returning to the faith of 
the Church of Rome, and these religious fec!- 
ings drenched Europe in’ blood for many 
years. Afterwards, when the“Success of the 
reformers had introduced their doctrines into 
the more enlightened nations of the world, 


| man could not endure that his neighbour 


should live unmolested in a different persua- 
sion from his own—and the consequent esta- 
blishment of’a national church produced dis- 
content and anarchy. The dissenters from 
what m ght almost be called a second edition 
of the Holy Churgh of Rome, finding the 
freedom of religious opinion denied them at 
home, resolved to seek it abroad, arid the 
discovery of America afforded them, as they 
thought, a safe retreat from persecution.— 
Thither, accordingly, the puritans fled, and 
endured, for their religion, hardships and 
privations, against which they would not 
have struggled from any other motive. But 
even her dissention crept into the little com-

As citizens of the United States, we cannot 
but feel indignant at the sectional jealousies 
and local animosities which are manifested, not 
only in the language of the public prints, but 
also in that of the halls of legislation, in re- 
gard to the right of Companies chartered by 
the Legislature of New-York, or that of any 
other state, to navigate the canals and pro- 
cure coal in the state of Pennsylvania. ‘the 
language made use of on this subject, would 
infuse the idea into the minds of those who 
are unacquainted with the state of the Ame- 
rican nation, that the States of New-York and 
Pennsylvania had burst the bond cemented 
by the blood shed in defenee of their common 
liberties, and that they were rival powers, 
whose prosperity was matter of mutual envy 
rather than gratulation; it exhibits that spirit 
of rancour and hostility which is visible be- 

ween distant rival nations. ‘The language of 
Pennsylvania, relative ‘o the Schuylkill canal, 
seems to be—** we have made the canal, and 
at an immense Jabour and cost—and now a 
people who have borne neither part nor lot in 
the expense of making it, are wronging our 
citizens, by making use of this canal.” But 
is not this language absurd? It is well known 
that the more a canal or turnpike is used, the 
greater will be the profit; and that it is to 
this source that the stockholders look for in- 
demnification for the labour and expense 
which may have been incurred in its erec- 
tion. Such works are obviously intended for 
use: and it is immaterial whether they are 
usedt by the citizens of New-York, of our own 
or those of any other state. Would then the 
exclusion of the citizens of New-York in- 
crease the revenue of our own state’ or de- 
crease that of NewYork--or would it render 
our internal improvements of more value to 
our citizens or the stockholders? We think 
not, at least while our citizens are left to ¢om-

A CAT’S SKIN.—-A friend in the country 
furnished us with the subsequent relation of 
facts concerning a singular cat skin, the phe- 
nomenon which has lately excited so much 
curiosity and speculation among both the 
young and the old folks in Chester county. 
We give the particulars as they have been 
handed to us. 

As considerable excitement prevails in re- 
lation to the extraordinary eat skim Mention- 
ed in the Village Record of the 12th inst. and 
the account therein stated, not being sufii- 
ciently explicit, though genefally correct, I 
have thought proper, through the medium of 
your paper, to present the public with a more 
perfect dercription of this natural curiosity, 
one which | consider worthy the attention of 
the naturalist, as well as thosé who are fond 
of novelty. The cat, from which the skin 
was taken, was killed in Charlestown town- 
ship, Chester county, and the skin, after be- 
ing dried, was taken to the store of Abisha 
T. Woodman, at the Valley Forge, in Upper 
Merion, and sold to him, as other skins of 
some animals are sold for the sake of the fur 
they contain, After remaining some time 
in the store, among a number of other skins, 
the likeness alluded to was accidentally dis- 
covered. In the Village Record, it is repre- 
sented asa female figure, with the hair se- 
cured by a comb on the top of the head; but 
it has been more generally acknowledged by 
obscrvers to be the likeness of a man, wearing

Atren M‘Laxzr.—Although the events at 
Yorktown were generally cf a serious and 
imposing charecier, yet there was some ad- 
mixture of fun and frolic. On the night of the 
General’s arrival at York, it was proposed 
that he should walk out on the remains o/ the 
British rampart, to enjoy a perspective view 
gf ihe illemination in carap, Ke.

On the approach of the 
General and his party, they’ were challenged, 
ina bold and soldicr-iike manner, and upon 
answerimg “ Friends,” were ordeted to ad- 
vance and give the countersign. Colonel Fish 
advanced, and tried La Fayette. it would not 
do. “ Sergeant of the guard, here, quick!”

** Rochambeau,” “ Paris,” &c. This would 
do. “ Pass en,” was the word, and in a mo- 
Ment the joke was discovered, the old joker 
grasped by the hand, and a hearty laugh en- 
sued, which none more heartily enjoyed than 
hea Farerre. ? .
